Berg Ksenweln made an address on " The
Construction of the Novel." Dr. Ksen-
wein began by stating that the Kng-
llsh-speaklng novel was about 'J'.'O years
old, and this form of literature, like
p.ll great movements, soon became
world-wide, spreading rapidly to Ger¬
many. France arid Russia, respective¬
ly. The speaker went on to say that
the plot of a novel was really the "path
of a soul." and there are three kinds
of novels.romantic, realistic and ideal¬
istic.
